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WE’RE IN THE ZONE 


Plan to boost economic growth 
could create up to 5,000 jobs 


THOUSANDS of new jobs could be 
created in Harlow after the Govern¬ 
ment confirmed the town had been 
picked to become one of the UK’s flag¬ 
ship Enterprise Zones. 

Yesterday’s announcement by Secretary of 
State for Communities and Local Govern¬ 
ment Eric Pickles opens the door for the cre¬ 
ation of a sprawling 126-acre ‘silicon valley’ 
for medical technology and advanced manu¬ 
facturing businesses in the heart of the town’s 
industrial area. 

Firms will be encouraged to set up within 
the zone - which will incorporate a 57-acre 
mixed-use site off London Road and a 69- 
acre industrial area covering the north-east¬ 
ern comer of Templefields - with the prom¬ 
ise of subsidised business rates, superfast 
broadband and relaxed planning regulations. 

Both sites are designated as employment 
land and are owned by a small number of pri¬ 
vate companies involved with the EZ bid, 
which was put together by Harlow Council, 
Essex County Council and private sector-led 
group West Essex Alliance. 

The plan, which the council claims could 
create up to 4,900 new jobs, also has the 
backing of the South East Local Enterprise 
Partnership which will now be able to keep 
all business rates collected from companies

setting up inside the new zone over the next 
25 years to reinvest in the town. 

Harlow Council leader Andrew Johnson 
described the news as a “great boost for 
Harlow”. 

“Harlow already has a great name in tech¬ 
nology and is superbly placed between 
London and Cambridge with all the road, rail 
and air links any company could want,” he 
told the Star. 

“We want to attract and retain businesses 
in Harlow and support them in their growth 
whilst providing jobs for local people that 
match their aspirations. The Enterprise Zone 
status gives us that opportunity.” 

Harlow MP Rob Halfon, who has support¬ 
ed the EZ application in Parliament, claimed 
it would kick-start the town’s economy. 

“This is a vote of confidence in Harlow; it 
is good for jobs, and good for our town,” he 
said. 

“I have worked for over a year with local 
firms, Harlow Council and residents to make 
sure that Harlow is at the front of the queue to 
become one of the new Enterprise Zones and 
I am delighted that the bid has been success¬ 
ful.”

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Thug kicked pregnant ex-girlfriend in the stomach 


A THUG who kicked his pregnant for¬ 
mer girlfriend in the stomach has been 
jailed for two years. 

Chelmsford Crown Court was told 
Kevin Docherty attacked Rita Najjuko 
after she refused to let him stay the 
night at her home in Taylifers, Harlow. 

He first grabbed Ms Najjuko, who 
was five months pregnant at the time, 


by the throat when he saw her at a 
neighbour’s house. 

Ms Najjuko returned to her own 
home after Docherty went away but 
half an hour later he returned and 
asked her again if he could stay. 

When she refused he slapped and 
punched her before pushing her to the 
floor and kicking her “in the stomach 


area”, the court heard. 

Paul Scothern, prosecuting, told the 
court that no harm came to the unborn 
baby but Ms Najjuko had suffered a 
black eye, swollen cheek and a sore 
stomach. 

Docherty, 31, of no fixed address, 
pleaded guilty to assault. 

Sarah Steggles, representing Doch¬ 


erty, said in mitigation he had prob¬ 
lems with drink and drugs but had 
“done well” while in prison on 
remand. 

But jailing him for two years, judge 
Christopher Ball told the defendant: 
““This was an attack on a a vulnerable 
woman who was pregnant. You were 
seeking to control her, to bully her.” 


Police expand care 
home investigation 


POLICE investigating the 
death of an elderly care home 
resident believe she may have 
been given an overdose of 
insulin days before she died. 

The woman was one of three res¬ 
idents living at the privately-run 
Partridge Care Centre who were 
taken to Princess Alexandra Hospi¬ 
tal on August 3. She died three days 
later. 

According to a reliable source 
close to the investigation, her death 
and the two other hospital admis¬ 
sions are being linked to suspected 
insulin overdoses administered at 
the care home. 

Detectives have also expanded 
the investigation to look at a number 
of “historic complaints” made 
against the home. 

A 36-year-old woman - believed 
to be a care worker at the home in 
Partridge Road - has been arrested 
and bailed in connection with the 
investigation but police have 
refused to comment further on the 
offences she is alleged to have com¬ 
mitted. 

Relatives of current and previous 
residents of the home have been 
contacting the Star following last 
week’s exclusive report on the 
police inquiry to voice their con¬ 
cerns. 

Janet Hunter, whose mother 
Florence Kicks died at the care cen¬ 
tre in October last year, said she had 
been “disgusted” by the standard of 
care provided. 

“We’d find her covered in cuts 
and bruises from where she’d fallen 
and she would sometimes be left to 
sit or sleep in her own mess for 
hours,” she said.

“Some of the staff didn’t seem to 
have a clue what they were doing. 
I’d often find my mum with saturat¬ 
ed incontinence pads that hadn’t 
even been fitted properly 

“It’s hard enough to see someone 
you love slowly losing their mind, 
but to see them lose their dignity as 
well is heartbreaking.” 

Pensioner Dennis Brading’s wife 
Irene had been at the home for three 
months when she was admitted to 
hospital in June covered from “hip 
to toe” in bruises. 

“I couldn’t believe the state of her 
leg; it was black and blue all over,” 
he told the Star. “She couldn’t tell 
me what happened to her because 
she suffers from dementia and all 
the home would say is she must 
have had a nasty fall. 

“You put your loved ones into the 
care of these people because they’re 
supposed to be professionals, but 
she was in hospital for three-and-a- 
half weeks because someone wasn’t 
doing their job properly.” 

The 117-bed home, which is run 
by Rushcliffe Care and specialises 
in Alzheimer’s care, received only 
one star after an inspection by the 
Care Quality Commission last year. 
It is now under review by both the 
CQC and Essex County Council. 

Rushcliffe has refused to com¬ 
ment on the police investigation or 
any of the allegations.

Baby heartache of 
buggy walk mums

TWO mums are joining 
forces to put on a 
fundraising event in aid of 
the charities that helped 
them through the heartache 
of losing their children. 
Natalie Kent, of The Readings, 
Harlow, and Mandy Bunyan, of 
Ashtree Fields, Harlow, are 
hoping their Little Stars Buggy 
Walk and Teddy Bears Picnic in 
aid of stillbirth and neonatal 
death charity Sands and 
Meningitis UK will be the start 
of many to come. 

It was in March this year when 
Natalie lost her baby daughter

three-and-a-half years ago. 

Both women, who met at a local 
baby group, say you can never 
get over losing a child. 

“You just have to put on a brave 
face and try to move on with 
your life for the sake of your 
other children, but it is very 
difficult,” said Natalie, who is 
also mum to two-year-old Grace.

“Sands have been absolutely 
fantastic in supporting my family 
through this difficult time so I 
wanted to give something back. 
Organising the buggy walk has 
really helped the grieving 
process; it is good to focus that 
energy somewhere else.” 

Natalie said that through the 
event she also hopes to raise 
awareness about stillbirth and 
neonatal death. 


“Losing Annabelle was a huge 
shock as I had had a really 
healthy pregnancy,” she said. 
“No-one can explain why it 
happened and that is why I think 
it’s so important to raise 
awareness of this problem 
because it could happen to 
anyone.” 

Mandy, who has two other 
children - Amy (2) and nine- 
month-old Jack - said there were 


still a lot of people who are 
unaware that meningitis often 
hides behind other symptoms. 
“George had had a cold before 
he contracted meningitis and 
went from being a bit poorly to 
seriously ill in hospital. He had 
always been a really healthy 
baby before that,” she said. 

“Both Natalie and I hope as 
many people as possible will 
help us to raise as much as 
possible to support other families 
that sadly suffer like we have.” 
The buggy walk, which will also 
include a mini-fete for families 
while they enjoy their picnics, 
will be dedicated to the memory 
of Annabelle and George. 
Information about their 
conditions will also be available. 
It takes place on Sunday, 
September 4 and will follow a 
short route around Harlow Town 
Park before finishing at the 
bandstand for the picnic. 

The walk starts at 1 Oam from the 
bottom of Jackson Hill and costs 
£5 for adults. Participants should 
bring their own food and drink 
for the picnic.

A YOUNG eco-warrior has launch¬ 
ed a campaign to clean up the streets 
of her neighbourhood.

Joel Charles, Harlow Council’s portfolio 
holder for community and citzenship, said 
the authority was keen to work with Katie 
on her awareness campaign. 

“We are fully behind Kalie’s campaign 
to encourage people to do their bit for the 
environment,” he added. 

“This is a very powerful message from a 
10-year-old who wants people to take more 
pride in the place they live. 

“It is children who play in the park and 
open spaces and it is children who are at 
risk of catching serious illness if they come 
in contact with dog mess.” 

Harlow Council operates a zero-toler¬ 
ance approach to dog fouling and anyone 
who is caught failing to clean up after their 
animal is liable to face a £50 fine.

CASH-strapped Harlow Cou¬ 
ncil has come under fire for 
forking out almost £65,000 on 
a set of giant plant pots for the 
renovation of Market Square. 

Scores of angry residents have 
complained about the cost of the 
new additions on social network¬ 
ing website Facebook, branding 
the oversized red pots an “eye¬ 
sore” and criticising the decision 
to spend so much on decorative 
features in light of recent service 
cuts. 

Bryan Nash, of Oldhouse 
Croft, said: “They haven’t got 
their priorities right at all. 

“Wasting such a large amount 
of money on plant pots is not 
what’s going to help bring people 
back to that part of Harlow. They 
need to listen to what their resi¬ 
dents actually want.” 

Commenting on the ‘Harlow’ 
Facebook group page, poster 
Kaye Kehoe called the planters a 
waste of taxpayers’ money. 

“They have the cheek to cut 
services to the town that people 
rely on, make council workers 
redundant to save cash and then 
splash out stupid amounts of 
money on stupid trees and pots,” 
she said. 

Another contributor posted: 
“When the council said they were 
regenerating the Market Square I 
thought they meant putting an 
effort into getting traders back 
with decent rates for stalls and 
lots of promotion, not stupid

looking, giant comedy plant 
pots.” 

Many of the online comments 
described the red planters as car¬ 
toon-like, with some even com¬ 
paring them to props from 1950s 
children’s TV show The Flower¬ 
pot Men. 

But Russell Perrin, the coun¬ 
cil’s portfolio holder for regenera¬ 
tion and enterprise, defended the 
council’s decision to install the 
pots. 

“These large planters are a fun 
and unusual fixture around the 
edge of what is a children’s play 
area,” he said. 

“They are part of the council’s 
plan to encourage more families 
to an area that has suffered from 
years of decline and is in need of 
revitalising. 

“They complement the boxed 
trees now installed around the 
market and create a much more 
pleasant and ‘green’ feel.” 

He added that the plant pots 
would remain in place for the next 
three to four years while the coun¬ 
cil prepared for the next stage in 
its plan to overhaul the town cen¬ 
tre. 

The 16 planters - which cost 
£3,984 each including transport, 
installation and planting fees - are 
part of a £150,000 regeneration of 
the Market Square supported by 
Government grant money.

“Only the top tables had 
champagne as we couldn’t afford 
to treat everyone. We put £40 
behind the bar which covered 
everyone’s drinks for the day, even 
those that joined later for the party 
that night. 

“I even remember that my wedding 
dress cost just £16, though of 
course in those days that was a lot 
of money. I used to be able to do 
my weekly shop for £9!” 

Marlene (62) and Clive (66), who 
are celebrating their 39th wedding 
anniversary this week, say things 
didn't completely go to plan on the 
day. 

“It was a rainy day which wasn’t 
too bad as we were indoors for most 
of it, but when we got to the pub 
the doors were still locked,” said 
Marlene. 


“There I was in my wedding dress 
pulling on these locked doors and 
bizarrely a coachload of Japanese 
tourists turned up. I don’t know 
what they must have thought; I’m 
sure it was quite an amusing sight.” 
She added “We still had a lovely 
day though and have many happy 
memories.”

Marlene Brooks, of Little 
Parndon, sent in a 1970s menu 
from the Poplar Kitten public 
house in Harlow proving that 
such prices - however 
implausible they may seem in 
today’s costly world - did once 
exist. 


Marlene kept it safe because it is 
the menu from her wedding day 
on August 12, 1972. 

Among the choices are a grilled 
sirloin steak for 55p, a ‘juicy’ 
halibut steak cooked with milk and 
white wine for 60p, roast pork with 
apple sauce for 43p and ‘original 
recipe’ roast beef and yorkshire 
pudding for 40p. 

Diners were also offered a choice of 
vegetables while desserts included 
fruit cocktail (8p), peach melba 
(lOp) and ice cream (8p). 

As well as champagne, the wine list 
included Spanish chablis for 70p, 
Beaujolais for 85p and, for those 
wanting to push the boat out, a 
Neirsteiner reisling for £1.10.

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Record attempt fails 


1 61-YEAR-old woman has 
bdfen forced to abandon her 
attdfeipt to swim the shark- 
infested waters between 
Cuba and the Elorida coasts 
American endurance swimmer 
Diana Nyad had hoped to 
become the first person ever to 
complete the gruelling 60-tiour 
swim without protection from a 
shark cage. 

But she was forced to give up 
the dangerous world record bid 
at the half-way point of the 103- 
mile route after struggling with 
severe shoulder pain, recurring 
asthma attacks and strong 
ocean currents. 

She had set off from the Cuban 
capital of Havana last Sunday 
with the aim of reaching Key 
West in the Florida Keys within 


three days. 

But around 29 hours into her 
epic swim she was pulled on 
board one of the boats following 
her after deciding she could not 
continue. 

It had taken more than a year of 
tricky negotiations to get both 
countries to allow Ms Nyad to 
make her world record attempt. 


It was a huge operation, with 
support boats carrying medical 
assistants, expert nutritionists 
and even a shark protection 
team. 

Ms Nyad had attempted to 
make the crossing once 
before. In 1978, at the age of 
28, she also failed to 
complete the swim.

Don't wait until 
it's too late to 
seek home help 

LOSING your home can be 
devastating. Some people struggle for 
years to pay their rent or mortgage 
and eventually lose the battle to keep 
their home. 

For others, problems arise following a 
sudden change of circumstances. 

This is what happened to one local 
resident when her mother died. She 
travelled to her mother’s home to take 
care of the funeral and other 
arrangements and fell into rent 
arrears before she returned. 

Her private landlord started court 
proceedings to take possession of the 
property but our adviser established 
that the notice the landlord had issued 
was defective. 

The court agreed and she was allowed 
to remain in her home. The arrears 
were paid shortly after the due date. 
Sadly, some people on low income 
realise too late that they could have 
been receiving housing and/or council 
tax benefit, tax credits or other 
benefits. Many wrongly assume that 
benefits and tax credits are paid only 
to people who are out of work, have 
children or live in rented property. 

It may be possible for people 
threatened with homelessness to 
remain in their homes if they get help 
to negotiate lower payments towards 
arrears or through other solutions 
including debt relief orders, 
bankruptcy, administration orders 
and individual voluntary 
arrangements. 

Remember these three useful tips: 

0 Pay your ‘priority’ debts first. 

These include rent or mortgage 
arrears. 

0 Check whether you are entitled to 
benefits or tax credits. 

0 Take independent specialist advice 
at an early stage. 

Harlow Welfare Rights & Advice 
provides a court duty scheme for 
people threatened with repossession. 
The advice provided under the Legal 
Services Commission funded scheme 
is free of charge. 

Repossession hearings take place at 
Harlow Magistrates Court. Advice can 
be provided at this court on the day of 
the hearing or in advance if contact is 
made before the hearing date. 

Taking advice at an early stage makes 
it easier to resolve problems quickly 
but help can be provided at any point. 
For those who lose the battle to keep 
their home, advice on who is entitled 
to help from the council and other 
housing options is vital.

More seats as NXEA 
rolls out new trains 


RAIL passengers have been given 
an early Christmas present after 
the last of 30 new trains were 
rolled out ahead of schedule. 

Network operator National Express 
East Anglia originally planned to intro¬ 
duce the Class 379 Electrostar units by the 
end of the year, but this week the final two 
were delivered by coachworks firm 
Bombardier. 

The fleet of 120 extra carriages will 
allow 11,000 more seats to be provided 
every day from December, when a new 
timetable for London, Cambridge and 
Stansted Airport services will be intro¬ 
duced.

Most of the trains will be set aside for 
Stansted Express trains between Liverpool 
Street and the terminal, about half of 
which stop off at Harlow Town station. 

The remainder will be dedicated to 
NXEA’s West Anglia commuter route 
which links the capital to Cambridge via 
Harlow and Sawbridgeworth. 

The new trains have four coaches with a 
total of 20 first class and 189 standard- 
class seats and a top speed of 1 OOmph. 

They also have an internal CCTV sys¬ 
tem and a wi-fi network which will be free 


for passengers to use during the first few 
months of operation. 

NXEA managing director Andrew 
Chivers said: “I am delighted these new 
trains have now all been introduced on our 
Stansted Express and Cambridge to 
Liverpool Street services. They will 
enable the provision of thousands of extra 
seats and improved travel comfort for our 
customers. 

“This has been achieved through a pos¬ 
itive partnership-led approach with the 
Department for Transport, which has not 
only delivered the new trains but also fur¬ 
ther infrastructure enhancements across 
our East Anglia network such as addition¬ 
al car parks and new carriage washers.”

Mobile unit in town for 
breast cancer screening 


A MOBILE unit which screens 
women for signs of breast can¬ 
cer will soon be up and running 
in Harlow town centre. 

Opening on Monday (August 
22), the service is being set up 
in Market Square for women 
aged 50-70 who are due for 
their three-yearly scan. 

Those due for a check-up 
will receive invitations for 
appointments with a radiogra¬ 
pher in the post. 

The unit is being provided by 
the Princess Alexandra Hospital 
NHS Trust, which hopes its eas¬ 
ily accessible location in the 
town centre will encourage 
more women to get checked. 

Janet Skeys, breast service 
manager, said: “Our mobile unit 
has recently been refurbished 
and contains the latest equip¬ 
ment and technology. 

“The screening takes less 
than 10 minutes and the results 


are available two to three weeks 
later. 

“It will be three years before 
the mobile unit returns to the 
town so this is a good opportu¬ 
nity to attend locally for screen¬ 
ing.” 

About 12,000 women die 
from breast cancer every year in 
the UK, but if the disease is 
caught early enough the prog¬ 
nosis is very good and radical 
surgery is not usually necessary 
thanks to modern treatments. 

Janet added: “The take up of 
screening programmes has pre¬ 
viously been fairly poor, but 
thanks to Harlow Council we 
have been given a great location 
for the unit which we hope will 
result in many more women 
attending.”

HAVE you ever felt the overwhelming rush that 
accompanies a sudden nostalgic yearning for 
something you never even experienced the first 
time around? Until Saturday neither had I. 

No more than a twinkle in my dad’s eye when Roddy 
Byers was at the height of his powers in The Specials, 
hearing him bash out the opening chords to Gangsters 
at The Square on Saturday somehow took me back to a 
dance hall moonstomp in the late-’70s I clearly never 
attended. 

And judging by the sizeable group of teenagers and 
twentysomethings flailing their limbs around like 
demented gibbons as Mr Radiation - looking extremely 
dapper in a neat tonic suit - threw himself into Little 
Bitch , I wasn’t the only one who for one blissful night 
wished they’d been born 20 years earlier. 

Even casting aside the clutch of very special covers, his 
new band’s boneshaking repertoire of skank, rattle and 
roll - a volatile blend of slicked-back ska rhythms and 
turbocharged rockabilly - has more than a quiff of 
nostalgia about it.

You could almost smell the pungent mix of gasoline and 
Brylcreem on rockabilly growler Blues Attack and taste 
the milkshake kisses of rock ’n’ roll lament Another 
Rusty Nail, but for music rooted so unapologetically in 
the past it was delivered with such ferocious, heart-on- 
sleeve intensity it retained a beguiling relevance. 

Much of this, of course, is down to Roddy himself. You 
might expect someone who played such an integral part 
in one of the country’s greatest-ever bands to be a 
sneering relic of a bygone era, but he’s still got plenty to 
say - a true gent with blood and fire in his belly and an 
uncanny ability to sniff out hook after irresistible hook. 
Everything live music promises yet all too often fails to 
deliver, this was thrilling, euphoric and strangely 
cathartic. Maybe I’ll keep that appointment with the 
past-life regressionist after all.

A Wild West adventure 
that's out of this world 



COWBOYS & ALIENS

BASED on the graphic novel by 
Scott Mitchell Rosenberg, 
Cowboys & Aliens is a rootin’ 
tootin’ action adventure that 
melds the western and science 
fiction genres with a blitzkrieg of 
digital effects. 

It’s a curious juxtaposition - pistols 
and laser guns — and certain 
elements of Jon Favreau’s entertaining 
film don’t gel. 

While Harrison Ford possesses the 
weariness of a man who could 
conceivably have kicked up his spurs 
in 1870s New Mexico, co-star Daniel 
Craig swaggers around in figure- 
hugging leather chaps and a shirt 
unbuttoned to the navel like James 


Bond at a fancy dress party. 

So it comes as no surprise that he 
opens the film by disabling three 
bandits on horseback. Nor do we bat 
an eyelid when his character out- 
canters an alien spaceship along a 
canyon ridge and leaps from the 
turbo-charged nag onto the 
otherworldly craft. 

The invaders do not stand a chance. 
Jake Lonergan (Craig) wakes in the 
desert with a gunshot wound, a large 
metal bracelet on his wrist and no 
memory of who he is or how he 
came to be in the dirt. 

He struts into town and is unmasked 
as a killer with a sizeable bounty on 
his head. Arrested by the sheriff and 
bound for prison alongside Percy 
Dolarhyde (Paul Dano), Jake makes 
his escape from the prison coach 
during a devastating attack by 


extraterrestrial craft. 

When Percy is abducted, the boy’s 
powerful father Woodrow (Ford), 
vows to rescue his son and press 
gangs Jake into accompanying his 
posse on the perilous mission. 
Beautiful cowgirl Ella Swenson (Olivia 
Wilde), publican Doc (Sam Rockwell) 
and a fatherless boy called Emmett 
(Noah Taylor) join the hunt for the 
aliens. 

Preposterousness aside, Cowboys & 
Aliens gallops along at a fair lick and 
director Favreau orchestrates the set 
pieces with aplomb, keeping our 
adrenaline pumping as the 19th 
century heroes use their primitive 
weapons against hordes of slavering 
predators. 

Cowboys & Aliens dodges the bullet 
of the 3D format and concentrates on 
old-fashioned action with 21st century 


visual trickery. 

Craig exudes the same amount of 
charisma as the wooden scenery but 
he is a brooding physical presence 
and the camera sensibly focuses on 
his chest and posterior. 

Ford provides fleeting comic relief and 
also pockets the film’s best emotional 
scene, sharing a tender moment with 
a Native American who he has always 
treated as a surrogate son. 

Wilde’s feisty femme almost feels 
surplus to requirements, unable to 
generate any sexual chemistry with 
Craig because of his character’s tragic 
back story. 

So she is gifted a pivotal role in the 
final showdown that isn’t entirely 
deserved but does allow Favreau to 
leave the saloon door ajar for a 
potential sequel.

could do a lot worse than the 
latest Chevrolet Aveo. 

You’ll need to wait a while if you 
want a diesel version, but the 1.2 
and 1.4-litre petrol engines both 
offer good economy 
The Suzuki Splash is another 
vehicle that needs to up its sales 
figures and the latest model 
clinically addresses its 
predecessor’s shortcomings. 

The Honda Jazz hybrid is the 
first supermini to benefit from 
such fuel-saving technology and 
the inevitable copycats will be 
hard pushed to better it. 


Family Hatch 

It’s hard to look too far beyond 
the new Ford Focus when 
shopping for a family hatch in 
2011. 

Something like the Citroen 
DS4, perhaps. A well equipped 
and sleek five-door hatch with 
coupe-like styling and a range 
of cracking engines, the DS4 
continues Citroen’s rather 
joyous revival. 


Medium Range 

A car that’s making waves is 
the Peugeot 508. With great 
ride quality, tonnes of 
equipment, a range of 

economical engines and 
plenty of space inside, what 
it loses in styling 
individuality compared to 
the 407 it more than makes 
up in technical excellence. 
Volkswagen’s evergreen 
Passat also continues to 
shine in this sector and 
those willing to think a little 
more laterally might prefer 
the Hyundai i40. 
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Signs of a Jazz revival 



H ONDA has played safe with the latest Jazz, 
keeping the basic formula the same but 
tweaking and refining the car’s detailing. 

The Jazz has steadily improved since its low- 
key introduction in 1984. That model only 
lasted a year before vanishing and we then had 
to wait until 2001 to get the bigger and better 
version that was the foundation for the 
model’s success. 

That car was replaced in 2007 with an all-new 
car that didn’t look drastically different but 
which offered a more flexible seating system 
and better efficiency. The latest Jazz is a 
refinement of that car with incremental 
tweaks right across the board. 

One Jazz tradition prevails - you’ll search in 
vain for a diesel model. Instead, Honda plays a 
three engine line up that consists of an 89bhp 
1.2-litre unit, a marginally more zesty 99bhp 
1.4-litre model and a clever petrol/electric 
hybrid version which uses technology from 
the Insight to offer city drivers something 
occasionally silent to glide around in. 

All three engines have one thing in common. 
They’re uncannily smooth and the 
transmissions are also beautifully engineered. 
Go for a manual model and you'll have a car 
that you’ll want to flick up and down the box 
just for the fun of it, while the dual-mode CVT 
automatic is extremely effective and more 
efficient than a conventional manual with 
torque converter. 

Visibility out of the Jazz is excellent and this 
latest model improves ride quality and aims to 
reduce wind noise at speed via some 
aerodynamic refinements. The steering has 
been adjusted to offer a bit more feel at 
motorway speeds. 

Honda has opted for an evolutionary rather

than extreme design update; sleeker front and 
rear bumpers are the key styling changes. The 
bumper and air dam assemblies have also been 
designed to reduce drag as the airflow passes 
over the Jazz’s body and to avoid turbulence 
when the air detaches from the rear. 

Inside there’s additional chrome and the 
option of leather, which makes the cabin feel a 
little more upmarket. The instruments have 
been revised with orange backlighting unique 
to the petrol powered variants, while the 
Hybrid version uses blue lighting to 
differentiate it. 

Otherwise it’s much as before. The retention of 
Honda’s ‘magic seats’ system - where the back 
seats can be folded down into the footwell in 


one fluid motion with the headrests in place - 
is very welcome. Lift up the rear seat cushion 
against the rear seat back and there’s a tall 
protected space in the rear seat footwells for 
items like plants. 

This model also gets rear seats which now 
recline 73mms to increase rear passenger 
comfort. 

Prices remain in the £11,000-£19,000 bracket, 
slightly more than you'd pay for mainstream 
rivals like the Fords Fiesta or Vauxhall Corsa. 
Still, it’s a difference you’ll probably get back 
in a higher resale value when the time comes 
to sell. 

Instead of the sprawling line up of different 
engines and trim levels that are offered by 
rival manufacturers, Honda likes to keep 
things relatively simple with its models. The 
Jazz has one bodystyle and two mainstream 
petrol engines with a select group of trim 
options. 

Standard equipment includes a CD stereo with 
MP3 compatibility and speed-dependant 
volume control. The petrol-engined cars follow 
an S, ES, EX trim walkup while the hybrids 
are badged HS, HE, and HX. Leather seats are 
standard on the Jazz Hybrid in HX trim and 
available as a £1,250 option on the 1.4-litre 
petrol EX model. 

Safety has been a major concern in the design 
process of the Jazz. The car features Honda’s 
ACE body structure which works to help avoid 
crash situations where larger vehicles ride up 
over smaller ones. Standard safety equipment 
looks very generous with dual front and side 
airbags plus full length curtain airbags on all 
models. 

Honda has worked at improving the economy 
and efficiency of the Jazz but the gains made 


aren’t huge. The 1.2-litre engine manages a 
combined fuel economy figure of 53.3mpg and 
carbon dioxide emissions drop to 123g/km. 
Choose the 1.4-litre petrol engine with a 
manual gearbox and the emissions are pegged 
at 126g/km while fuel economy is a still 
creditable 51.4mpg. 

The Hybrid is the model to look for if you’re 
keen on reducing day-to-day bills, getting an 
average of 62.8mpg and emitting 104g/km. 
Your savings will be even larger if most of 
your driving takes place in the city where the 
Hybrid’s electric advantage comes to the fore. 
The Jazz has always done well in terms of 
residual values, largely because the mature 
ownership profile means that cars are usually 
serviced on the nose, driven sympathetically, 
cover low mileages and aren’t destroyed by 
kids or borrowed by teenagers. 


Summary 

Honda has long been a company that follows 
its own groove, refusing to be swayed by short¬ 
term marketing trends and with the Jazz, it 
has hit upon a formula that. 

Understandably, it has been reluctant to make 
radical changes to something that works so 
well which is why this generation Jazz plays 
safe. The only danger is that so subtle are the 
upgrades, many may fail to appreciate the 
work Honda has put in. 

The current Jazz will continue to appeal to its 
core market of mature owners looking for an 
easy driving, reliable vehicle, but the Hybrid 
model may well reach out to a new group of 
customers who want a smart eco vehicle that 
doesn’t sacrifice practicality for green 
credibility.

But 
this time the revamp is rather more 
radical. 

In fact, this third generation Focus is all- 
new from the ground up and, although it 
builds on the model’s traditional 
strengths, its ambition is more far- 
reaching - not just to better its quality 
rivals at the things they do best, but also 
to shift the very perception of the family 
hatch up market. Here we look at one of 
its most popular models, the Focus Zetec. 
The Ford Focus has always been regarded 
as a sensible set of wheels with the added 
bonus of being rather good to drive. But 
while that may once have been enough to 
ensure its continued success, 
expectations in the family hatch sector 
have risen sharply in recent years with 
plenty to distract us from the Ford’s 
practical attributes. 

Better looking and equipped rivals with 
higher tech engines that deliver stronger 
economy with lower emissions have 
dampened the appeal the Focus’s solid 
baseline virtues. Little wonder, then, that 
Ford decided to dust off the drawing 
board and ring the changes. 


NEW 


First impressions form around the bold, 
driver-centric facia design and the 
immediate aura of quality the cabin 
exudes. A Golf may just have the edge on 
finish but, in design terms, looks rather 
dull and conservative by comparison. 

The elevated seating position of the 
previous Focus has been lowered and 
feels the better for it, especially as the 
seat itself is so cosseting and supportive. 
The dash layout is impressively free from 
clutter and the instrument binnacle’s 
major dials are clear and easy to read, 
though the steering wheel is somewhat 
overburdened with its 23 functions. To 
access some you need to delve into the 
sub-basement menus in the control 
systems. 

The diesel offerings in the Focus Zetec 
engine line-up are based around the 1.6 
and 2.0 litre Duratorq TDCI units. The 
smaller diesel comes in 115PS guise with 
a revamped combustion system, smarter 
fuel injection and a turbocharger.

It also features a handy over-boost, taking 
peak torque from 270 to 285Nm for 
effective overtaking and harder 
acceleration. The 2.0-litre Duratorq TDCI 
is the 140PS and there’s the option on this 
engine of a clever Powershift dual-clutch 
automatic. The petrol units offered with 
the Zetec are the 105 and 125PS 1.6-litre 
Duratec Ti-VCT engines. 

Performance is sprightly 
across the range of engines 
as, rather impressively, the 
weight of this new Focus is 
almost identical to that of 
the outgoing model. The 
diesel engines are punchy, 
refined and torquey enough 
to minimise visits to the slick 
six-speed manual gearbox. 

Tuned to stay light and easy on the arms 
in traffic and when parking but increase 
its weighting at higher speeds, the 
electric power steering is undoubtedly 
very quick and accurate. If I’m honest, 
though, I find myself missing the 
ultimate feel that would have been 
delivered by the previous car. 

For the majority of owners, I think the 
ride quality will more than compensate. 
It’s simply outstanding for this class of 
car and, even on badly broken surfaces, 
stays poised and supple. Remarkable, this 


hasn’t been achieved by softening the 
springs and dampers. Increase the pace, 
and the Focus responds with a nimble 
and alert sense of purpose and fine body 
control. 

In fact, there are a number of 
improvements to the chassis that make 
the Focus feel a little more polished than 
before, including what Ford calls 
torque vectoring control’, which 
is standard on all models.

Essentially it’s an enhanced 
feature of the electronic 
stability control, and can help 
wa ^ m eliminate the nose running 

wide in bends when conditions 
^ are wet or greasy by subtle and 
~ imperceptible use of the brakes. 
Bucking the trend for successive 
generations of a model to grow 
significantly larger, this Focus hatch is 
actually 16mm narrower than the 
previous car and just 8mm longer 
between the axles. 

The cabin doesn’t feel quite as spacious 
as a Golf’s or Vauxhall Astra’s in the 
back, but there’s still enough space for 
four adults to get properly comfortable, 
while the boot is usefully square-shaped 
and intrusion-free though, at 277 litres, 
not quite as capacious as its 
predecessor’s. 


If that’s a problem, 39 litres of space can 
be grabbed back by opting for the space- 
saver instead of the full size spare wheel 
and, of course, folding the split rear seat 
backrests gives up to 1101 litres of 
luggage space for those occasions when 
your lifestyle needs rearranging and you 
wish you had an estate. 

For Focus buyers who always knew that 
they did, the estate’s load bay offers 476 
litres of volume up to the parcel shelf 
and, with the rear seats folded, this 
increases to 1,502 litres - enough for the 
proverbial kitchen sink. 

In the front, the step-up in materials and 
design quality is even more apparent. 
The facia has the soft-touch tactility 
that once set the German 
competition apart and is a world 
removed from the interior of 
the previous Focus. 

It all helps to create the illusion 
of being in a more expensive 
car, a feeling enhanced by trim 
levels that can include a full 
leather interior. Owners can further 
personalise their car with their own 
choice of options from the Ford 
‘Individual’ range. 

The standard fitment list that includes 
air conditioning, a DAB radio/CD stereo, 
Bluetooth, voice control and USB 


connection, driver’s seat lumbar 
adjustment, electric front windows, a 
trip/fuel computer, Electronic Stability 
Control with Traction Control and 
Emergency Brake Assist and electrically 
adjustable door mirrors. 

The Zetec model adds 16 inch alloy 
wheels, a Quickclear front screen, front 
fog lamps, a leather trimmed steering 
wheel, sports style front seats and heated 
door mirrors. 

In these fiscally challenged times, it’s 
comforting to know that the new Focus 
Zetec slips through the air efficiently 
enough to make a worthwhile 

contribution to fuel economy and 
cutting emissions. 

With the 1.6 Duratorq TDCI 
diesel under the bonnet 
that means a combined 
consumption of 67mpg and 
just 115 g/km of CO 2 . 

Real life is about traffic, 
motorways, potholes and 
service stations and there’s no 
doubt the new Focus Zetec is 
brilliantly adapted to the cut and thrust 
of daily life.

Pain game Pits 
for Worlds star 


JUDOKA star Faith Pitman 
admits she will be fighting 
through the pain barrier at the 
World Championships in Paris 
later this month as she bids to lay 
down a London 2012 marker in 
the City of Lights. 

The 26-year-old, of Hookfields in 
Harlow, is due to go under the surgeon's 
knife to fix an ankle problem, which has 
blighted her season thus far upon her 
return from Paris, where she will be one 
of 15 Brits in action from Tuesday. 

Pitman, pictured right , has been restricted 
to just five events this year - but when she 
has taken to the mat she has excelled, claim¬ 
ing European Cup bronze in London in May 
and most recently in Hamburg. 

As a result she will begin the under-63kg 
category competition in Paris full of confi¬ 
dence and while her ankle is not 100 per 
cent, she believes another trip to the podium 
is within reach. 

“My target is always to medal,” said 
Pitman, based at the West Essex Judo Club. 

“I’m in pretty good physical nick apart 
from my ankle so if I have a good day and 
get it mentally right, then I think I stand a 
good chance. 

“If I get those things right, then I’ll have a 
fantastic day. It’s just getting them right and

these next couple of weeks are important to 
make sure I am mentally prepared for the 
tournament. 

“The World Championships is a big 
chance, but it’s probably not the best thing to 
tell yourself that it’s the last chance to 
impress because you just put more pressure 



on yourself. 

“Obviously a good result here will put me 
in good stead for the London 2012 Olympics 
and that’s what it’s all about really - but it’s 
definitely an exciting time at the moment.” 

Only one Brit will be selected per weight 
category at next year’s Olympics and as a 
result Pitman is only too aware of the impor¬ 
tance of putting on a good showing at the 
last major championships ahead of the 
Games. 

Having to have surgery this close to the 
Olympics is not ideal, but Pitman conceded 
it’s the only way she can ensure she will be 
fit and healthy come London 2012. 

“I always have to make sure the ankle is 
strapped. If it’s strapped, then I’m not as 
mobile but I can train,” she added. 

“If I didn’t have it strapped, then I would¬ 
n’t be able to train so it’s always at the back 
of my mind so it will be a huge thing to get 
the operation done. 

“It’s only 10 weeks’ recuperation time 
until I can compete again so it’s a relatively 
short turnover time for this kind of thing. 

“I will be fighting through the pain barri¬ 
er until then, but it’s important that it gets 
sorted before the Games and this in the only 
window to do it in.”
